HIS  Society  is  non-sectarian  and  non-partisan  in  religious  and 
political  matters  and  its  purposes  are  stated  in  the  Constitution,  viz. : 

"The  California  Society,  Jiotts  of  JReooIuitott,  has  been 
incorporated  for  the  purposes  of  perpetuating  among  their 
descendants,  the  memory  of  those  brave  men  who  periled  their  lives 
and  fortunes  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution  to  wrest  the  American 
Colonies  from  British  dominion;  for  the  collection  and  preservation 
of  manuscripts,  records  and  documents  relating  to  that  contest  for 
Independence;  for  the  inspiration  among  its  members  and  their 
children  of  the  patriotic  spirit  of  their  forefathers;  for  the  inculcation 
of  a  love  of  country  and  veneration  for  the  principles  which  are 
the  foundation  of  our  national  unity,  and  the  promotion  of  social 
intercourse  and  cordial  fellowship  among  its  members." 

The  following  are  part  of  the  Constitutional  requirements  for 
membership : 

Any  male  person  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  shall  be  eligible  to 
membership  in  the  £&an&  of  tlje  JRsfjoluttOn  who  is  descended  from 
an  ancestor,  as  the  propositus,  who,  either  as  a  military,  naval  or  marine 
officer,  soldier,  sailor,  or  marine,  or  official  in  the  service  of  any  one  of  the 
thirteen  original  Colonies  or  States,  or  of  the  National  Government  repre- 
senting or  composed  of  those  Colonies  or  States,  assisted  in  establishing 
American  Independence  during  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  between  the 
19th  day  of  April,  1775,  when  hostilities  commenced,  and  the  19th  day  of 
April,  1783,  when  they  were  ordered  to  cease. 

Provided:  That  when  the  claim  of  eligibility  is  based  on  the  service 
of  an  ancestor  in  the  "minute  men"  or  "militia,"  it  must  be  satisfactorily 
shown  that  such  ancestor  was  actually  called  into  the  service  of  the  State  or 
United  States,  and  performed  garrison  or  field  duty;  and 

Provided  further:  That  when  the  claim  of  eligibility  is  based  on  the 
service  of  an  ancestor  as  a  "sailor"  or  "marine,"  it  must  in  like  manner  be 
shown  that  such  service  was  other  than  shore  duty  and  regularly  performed 
in  the  Continental  Navy,  or  the  Navy  of  one  of  the  original  thirteen  States, 


or  on  an  armed  vessel  (other  than  a  merchant  ship)  which  sailed  under 
letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  and  that  such  ancestor  of  the  applicant  was 
duly  enrolled  in  the  ship's  company,  either  as  an  officer,  seaman,  or  other- 
wise than  as  a  passenger;  and 

Provided  further:  That  when  the  claim  of  eligibility  is  based  on  the 
service  of  an  ancestor  as  an  "official,"  such  service  must  have  been  per- 
formed in  the  civil  service  of  the  United  States,  or  of  one  of  the  thirteen 
original  States,  and  must  have  been  sufficiently  important  in  character  to 
have  rendered  the  official  specially  liable  to  arrest  and  imprisonment,  the 
same  as  a  combatant,  if  captured  by  the  enemy,  as  well  as  liable  to 
conviction  of  treason  against  the  government  of  Great  Britain.

LAWS  OF  CALIFORNIA  REGARDING 
UNITED  STATES  FLAG. 


"UNITED  STATES  FLAG  OVER  SCHOOL-HOUSES.  Boards  of 
school  trustees  in  all  school  districts  throughout  the  state  and 
boards  of  education  in  all  cities  and  cities  and  counties  throughout 
the  state  shall  provide  for  each  schoolhouse  under  their  control,  a 
suitable  flag  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  be  hoisted  above 
each  schoolhouse  during  all  school  sessions.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
boards  of  school  trustees  and  boards  of  education  to  enforce  this 
provision. 

[Same.  Display  in  school-rooms.]  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of 
such  boards  of  school  trustees  and  boards  of  education  to  provide 
smaller  and  suitable  United  States  flags  to  be  displayed  in  each 
school-room  at  all  times  during  the  school  sessions.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  boards  of  trustees  and  boards  of  education  to 
enforce  this  provision."      Sec.  1617a  Political  Code  of  California. 

"UNITED  STATES  FLAG.  DESECRATION,  MUTILATION  OR 
IMPROPER  USE  OF.  PENALTY.  That  any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration, who,  in  any  manner,  for  exhibition  or  display,  puts,  places, 
or  causes  to  be  placed,  an  inscription,  picture,  device,  design,  sym- 
bol, name,  advertisement,  word,  letter,  character,  mark  or  notice 
of  any  kind  whatsoever,  upon  any  flag  of  the  United  States,  or 
ensign  evidently  purporting  to  be  such  flag,  or  who  in  any  manner 
appends,  annexes  or  affixes  to  any  such  flag  any  inscription,  picture, 
device,  symbol,  name,  advertisement,  word,  letter,  character,  mark 
ot  notice  whatsoever,  or  who  displays  or  exhibits,  or  causes  to  be 
displayed  or  exhibited,  any  flag,  whether  of  the  United  States 
or  ensign  purporting  to  be  such  flag,  upon  which  is  put,  at- 
tached, annexed  affixed  or  placed  in  any  manner,  and  in- 
scription, picture,  design,  device,  symbol,  name,  advertisement, 
word,  letter,  mark  or  notice  whatsoever,  or  who  mutilates, 
tramples  upon  or  otherwise  defaces  or  defiles  any  such 
flag,  whether  said  flag  be  public  or  private  property,  or  who 
places  or  causes  to  be  placed  on  any  manufactured  or  prepared 
article  or  covering  of  said  article,  such  flag,  or  indication  of  such 
flag,  or  who  uses  or  causes  to  be  used  for  purposes  of  a  commer- 
cial or  other  trade  mark,  such  flag,  or  indication  of  such  flag,  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  more 
tiian  one  year,  or  both,  for  each  and  every  offense,  in  the  county 
jail  of  the  county  in  which  the  trial  is  held;  [Exceptions]  provided, 
however,  that  flags,  or  ensigns,  the  property  of  and  used  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States,  or  any  state,  territory  or  District  of 
Columbia,  may  have  inscriptions,  names  of  actions,  battles,  skir- 
mishes, or  words,  marks  or  symbols,  which  are  placed  thereon  pur- 
suant to  law  or  authorized  regulations;  provided  further,  that  this 
act  shall  not  apply  to  banners  or  flags  carried  by  military  or  patri- 
otic organizations  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia and  the  United  States  of  America,  or  to  flags  used  in  the- 
atrical performances,  or  to  flags  carried  by  political  parties,  or 
organizations,  in  parades,  or  in  public  meetings." — Sec.  310,  Penal 
Code  of  California.   


FEDERAL  LAWS  GOVERNING 
UNITED  STATES  FLAG 

Resolution  of  February  28,  1905,  No.  22,  33  Stats,  at  Large,  1284: 
Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States; 

"Sec.  1791.  [The  flag  to  be  thirteen  stripes  and  thirty-seven 
stars.]  The  flag  of  the  United  States  shall  be  thirteen  horizontal 
stripes,  alternate  red  and  white;  and  the  union  of  the  flag  shall  be 
thirty-seven  stars,  white  in  a  blue  field." 

"Sec.  1792.  [A  star  to  be  added  for  every  new  state.]  On  the  ad- 
mission of  a  new  state  into  the  Union  one  star  shall  be  added  to  the 
union  of  the  flag;  and  such  addition  shall  take  effect  on  the  fourth 
day  of  July  then  next  succeeding  such  admission." 

"Sec.  218.  [Collecting  flags,  etc.,  by  Secretary  of  War.]  The 
Secretary  of  War  shall  from  time  to  time  cause  to  be  collected  and 


transmitted  to  him,  at  the  seat  of  Government,  all  such  flags, 
standards,  and  colors  as  are  taken  by  the  Army  from  the  enemies 
of  the  United  States." 

"Sec.  428.  [Collection  of  enemies'  Hags  by  Secretary  of  Navy.] 
The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  from  time  to  time  cause  to  be  col- 
lected and  transmitted  to  him  at  the  seat  of  Government  all  flags, 
standards,  and  colors  taken  by  the  Navy  from  the  enemies  of  the 
United  States." 

"Sec.  1554.  [Same  subject.]  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall 
cause  to  be  collected  and  transmitted  to  him,  at  the  seat  of  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States,  all  such  flags,  standards,  and  colors 
as  shall  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  taken  by  the  Navy  from 

"Sec.  1555.  [Preservation  of,  in  some  public  place.]  All  flags, 
standards,  and  colors  of  the  description  mentioned  in  the  foregoing 
section,  which  are  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Navy  Department, 
or  may  hereafter  be  transmitted  to  it,  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
President,  for  the  purpose  of  being,  under  his  direction,  preserved 
and  displayed  in  such  public  place  as  he  may  deem  proper." 


Section  2889a,  Act  of  Congress,  June  30,  1914,  c.  130; 

"Flag  used  for  draping  coffin  of  officer  or  enlisted  man  dying  in 
the  service  to  be  furnished,  on  request,  to  relatives,  etc.,  of  de- 
ceased. 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  be  authorized  at  his  discretion 
to  issue  free  of  cost  the  national  flag  (United  States  national  en- 
sign No.  7)  used  for  draping  the  coffin  of  any  officer  or  enlisted  man 
of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  whose  death  occurs  while  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  upon  request,  to 
the  relatives  of  the  deceased  officer  or  enlisted  man  or  upon  re- 
quest, to  a  school,  patriotic  order,  or  society  to  which  the  deceased 
officer  or  man  belonged." 


Section  6939a,  Resolution  May  8,  1914,  No.  13,  section  1: 
"Display  of  flag  on  Government  buildings,  etc.,  on  second  Sunday 
in  May. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
quested to  issue  a  proclamation  calling  upon  the  Government  offi- 
cials to  display  the  United  States  flag  on  all  Government  buildings, 
and  the  people  of  the  United  States  to  display  the  flag  at  their 
homes  or  other  suitable  places,  on  the  second  Sunday  in  May,  as  a 
public  expression  of  our  love  and  reverence  for  the  mothers  of  our 
country."   


Resolution  of  February  28,  1905,  No.  22,  33  Stats,  at  Large,  1284: 
"That  the  Secretary  of  War  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to 
deliver  to  the  proper  authorities  of  the  respective  states  in  which 
the  regiments  which  bore  those  colors  were  organized  certain  Union 
and  Confederate  battle  flags  now  in  the  custody  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment, for  such  final  disposition  as  the  aforesaid  proper  authorities 
may  determine."   

Act  of  February  18,  1911,  Chapter  113,  396. 

An  act  revising  and  amending  the  statutes  relative  to  trade- 
marks. 

"Section  5.  That  no  mark  by  which  the  goods  of  the  owner  of 
the  mark  may  be  distinguished  from  other  goods  of  the  same  class 
shall  be  refused  registration  as  a  trade-mark  on  account  of  the 
nature  of  such  mark  unless  such  mark— 

(b)  Consists  of  or  comprises  the  flag  or  coat  of  arms  or  other  in- 
signia of  the  United  States,  or  any  simulation  thereof,  or  of  any 
state  or  municipality,  or  of  any  foreign  nation,"  etc.
